What Happens At 
The Associations? 


When churches gather in Associations, 
one wonders what the purpose is. Is it 
fellowship? Is it to admit new churches, 
or remove from the rolls churches that 
are dead? Is it to provide standing for 
ministers, or is it to demoralize ministers? 
Is it to give added thrust to Christians 
engaged in seeking the abundant life for all 
people or just for themselves? 

Dr. and Mrs. Cecil D. Orchard of Dur- 
ban, South Africa, were at the East Ala- 
bama Association and at the new Ala- 
bama-Tennessee Association. Dr, Orchard 
is the Medical Director of McCord-Zulu 
Hospital in Durban. One was impressed 
not only with the medical work being done 
at McCord, but with the humane treatment 
accorded those who were ill and with the 
spiritual life imparted to all —_ patients 
as well as nurses, doctors and all con- 
cerned. 

Geographical Space needed to be con- 
quered, The rural-urban space is slowly 
overcome as we meet together and dis- 
cover the church in the open country as 
well as in the crowded city. Sermons were 
preached by ministers from both areas. 
One city church now plans to invite a 
minister from a rural area to preach in its 
service of worship one Sunday. Too many 
people want to fellowship only with those 
who are likeminded or who live in the 
same geographical space. The new As- 
sociations are being set up so that people 
can travel on Interstate Highways with 
ease and rapidity. 

Associations have been doing very little. 
Most of the committees have not met. 
Their reports are sermonettes, although 
many committees do not report at all. 
In the new areas for Associations, plans 
are already made and dates set for com- 
mittee meetings to project work on an As- 
sociation level for the year 1970. The 
Southeast Conference covers portions of 
7 states and the Conference staff cannot 
be everywhere at the same time. Lay peo- 
ple and ministers in the Association area 
must plan and develop the work that needs 


Advent Begins 
November 30 


Advent? It means “coming” — God’s 
coming to us in Christ. Christmas is 
coming, and we begin to get ready a- 
gain to welcome the Christ Child, who 
is God’s gift to us. 

Many families get ready for Christ- 
mias with a special Advent candle cere- 
mony each Sunday. This custom began 
long ago among humble folk who felt 
that something as wonderful as Christ- 
mas should be prepared for properly, 
On the first Sunday in Advent, they 
placed five candles among some ever- 
green branches on a table or mantel. 
One of the family would begin the 
reading of the Christmas story from the 
Bible, and the story would be continu- 
ed each Sunday till Christmas. After 
the reading, the first candle was lit 
during the singing of a carol. Through 
the Sundays of Advent, the service was 
the same except that one more candle 
was lit each Sunday till Christmas eve, 
when all five would glow. 

Perhaps you would like to get rea- 
dy for Christmas with Advent candles 
too. One little boy called this “the 
Christmas count-down”. But, however 
you celebrate Advent, remember that 
it is like a wonderful adventure. 

One family simply uses this service: 
Light a candle each Sunday night of 
Advent and on Christmas Day, and af- 
ter the lighting all say or sing: “O 
come, let us adore Him, O come, let us 
adore Him, O come, let us adore Him, 
Christ the Lord.”

A current commercial for a well-known 
beverage company exhorts us to “come 
alive.’ It occurs to me these words 
could be the motto, not only for indi- 
viduals, but for churches. As a matter 
of fact, there is ample evidence that 
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such “coming alive” is a gathering 
phenomenon in the midst of our own 
congregational life this fall. Drop in on 
the Friday evening meetings of the 
Stewardship Committee and note there 
the confident planning and expectations 
of this capable group. Visit the Sun- 
day afternoon gatherings of United 
Church Youth as they discover the 
deeper dimensions of Christian living 
with one another, Attend a Wednesday 
evening meeting of our Boy Scouts 
(now 25 in» number) and watch a 
rough-and-tumble indoor game or hear 
serious planning. Listen carefully to the 
increasingly lovely choral anthems of 
the choirs on Sunday morning. Watch 
the dramatic movements of five teen- 
agers who will shortly present a play 
as a service to another church.

The membership of this 
church — now a decade since the con- 
gregation was gathered — is far less 
than it ought to be, At one time, we 
spoke of our intention to grow to a 
membership of at least 250 persons.

We must trust those in higher 
places to handle our Apportionment. 
How do you pay debts and raise money 
in your church — aside from the regu- 
lar budget? Sometimes our church has 
a chicken stew. My, what fellowship is 
enjoyed, and always the public re- 
sponds beautifully! Couldn’t all of our 
churches get busy and pay up and 
over? 

We all hear a different drum-beat, 
I suppose, but to me the North Alaba- 
ma Association was wonderful because 
Rev. W. J. Andes made a call for young 
men under 30 years of age to enter the 
ministry, and our General Synod is 
is calling for young men and women 
with courage to make the change — to 
serve wherever the call may be. Young 
women must dedicate themselves to be 
pastors’ wives, which is never easy — 
the change of home, the change of cus- 
toms, and adjustment to new people.

Your Business — 1969 


The 1969 Christian Enlistment theme, 
“Reconciliation is our business . . . back 
it!”, was selected nearly a year ago; 
however, it is hard to think of a theme 
more appropriate for today. 

The following paragraphs quoted 
from the Penn Northeast Conference 
Newsletter on the role of conflict may 
serve as a reminder that reconciliation 
is not merely the absence of tension 
but the working through of differences. 

THE ROLE OF CONFLICT: There’s 
a legend that a  shipload of people 
wrecked on an island. Unable to find 
fresh water or food, the people perish- 
ed. Years later, another ship was 
wrecked on the same reef. This group 
searched and iat length found a supply 
of fresh water. But, being unable to 
find food, they also perished. A third 
ship was eventually destroyed on that 
reef. These travelers found fresh wa- 
ter in a spring, and, by diving deep a- 
mong the coral reefs, they discovered 
an abundance of oysters, as well as ma- 
ny pearls. When finally rescued they 
were not only well fed but wealthy as 
well. 

Some situations seem chaotic, yet 
these can be the very circumstances 
through which we can gain strength. 
For some kind of opposition seems ne- 
cessary for most of the gains in life. 

Most of our responses to any idea of 
conflict would be to conjure up images 
of hostility, war, disorder, violence, and 
somebody’s losing. Yet social scientists 
don’t have much trouble showing that 
it’s through the creative resolution of 
conflict that we grow as human be- 
ings.
